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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RAILROAD COM- 
MISSION OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 



To the General Assembly of South Caroifia: 

We respectfully submit the twenty-ninth Annual Report of the 
Railroad Commission of South Carolina : 

Returns for the year ending June 30th, 1907, have been received 
from all railroad companies operating in this State, twenty-five in 
number. 

During the past year there has been a net increase of 21.63 miles 
in the length of railroad lines in South Carolina, not including 
spurs, sidings and yard track; 232.24 miles of new spur, yard and 
side tracks have been laid since our last report. The total length of 
railroad track within the State, including main tracks, branches, 
spurs, siding, and yard tracks, is 344045 miles. For detailed state- 
ments as to these matters see tables accompanying this report. 

DEPOTS. 

Since June 30, 1906, 236 new depots have been erected, repaired 
or construction begun. The Commission expects to continue its 
efforts toward securing improved facilities and comfort at the various 
stations where needed. One of the main sources of complaint at . 
railway stations is the want of proper attention on the part of the rail- 
road companies, or their agents, to the matter of lights, heat, water 
and cleanliness. The Commission has recently adopted and promul- 
gated certain rules and regulations, very reasonable in their require- 
ments, published elsewhere in this report, which it is intended shall be 
rigidly enforced, with the view of obtaining that degree of comfort 
and convenience to which the public is entitled. In many instances 
traffic has outgrown the capacity of the old depots, and it has been 
found necessary to insist upon the enlargement of these warehouses. 

We have, on the whole, met with no very serious opposition to 
these necessary improvements, though at times the railroad com- 
panies have failed to respond to our demands as promptly as desired. 
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SCHEDULES. 

The problem of arranging and maintaining such schedules for pas- 
senger trains as to satisfactorily serve the public, without neglect 
to any community, is one of difficult solution. Since our last report 
we are prepared to say that there has been a decided improvement 
in regard to schedules on about all the lines in this State. It is true 
improvement has been accomplished in a measure by "slowing up" 
some of the trains, but the fact remains that additional passenger 
trains put into service, and certain changes made in the time tables 
of various roads, have contributed very decidedly to the previously 
existing conditions in respect to this feature of our transportation 
service. 

This Commission desires to bring to your attention a matter of great 
importance to the traveling public, and one subjecting the patrons of 
the railroads in this State to great inconvenience and loss of time 
In numerous cases of railroad wrecks or derailments, passengers have 
been kept at way stations at great inconvenience and discomfort, for 
from one to eighteen hours, on account of the negligence of the road 
in not furnishing proper equipment to meet such emergencies. In 
many instances it has come to the attention of this Commission that 
ladies and children, as well as male passengers, have been kept in 
day coaches all night, and that they were obliged to miss their con- 
nections and lay over at junction points for half a day or more. The 
roads have given, in some instances, as their excuse, that they could 
not transfer passengers for lack of equipment. We would respect- 
fully urge proper legislation along this line. This is especially neces- 
sary, as the agents at small stations are negligent in posting trains 
and giving passengers, waiting for late trains, proper information. 
In case of wrecks it is often the case that trains have to be delayed, 
but there is little or no excuse for not transferring passengers with 
reasonable promptness. In some instances which have come under 
our notice, passengers could have been transferred by using the 
equipment of another division of the same road, yet we receive 
excuse from the Superintendent that he did not have the necessary 
equipment. We would recommend additional legislation as to post- 
ing trains and running local trains in case the regular train is over 
three hours off of its published schedule, and in case of wrecks some 
law be passed as to transferring and protecting passengers.

FREIGHT SERVICE. 

Since last May the Ccwnmission has received few complaints in 
regard to delays in the delivery of freight to consignees. Previous to 
that time, and during the winter months of i9o6-'o7, especially, 
complaints, to an alarming extent, came to our office from all parts 
of the State, developing a state of traffic congestion which the trans- 
portation companies seemed powerless to remove promptly. This 
congestion was not removed until the tonnage decreased. Less than 
twelve months ago shippers were complaining of "car shortage." 
The Commission has not during the past six months received any 
such complaints, and possibly the complaints as to "car shortage" 
and slow deliveries would not have been so common a year ago had 
the carriers been equipped with sufficient motive power, trackage and 
terminal facilities to handle cars and freight trains with reasonable 
despatch. 

It is claimed that the unexampled growth of the commerce of the 
country at large during the past few years, resulted in an unprece- 
dented increase in tonnage last winter, beyond what was expected, 
and beyond the ability of the transportation companies to provide for. 
Conditions within the last few months have materially changed, and 
now, on January i, 1908, we witness a general decrease in the volume 
of traffic as compared with the previous year. We regard this situ- 
ation as abnormal, attributable largely to the adverse financial condi- 
tions prevailing throughout the United States. It is reasonable to 
expect soon, a restoration of normal trade conditions, which will re- 
quire facilities not heretofore provided for by our common carriers. 
It may be well to consider the fact that the railroads of this country 
were originally, in a general way, cheaply constructed and cheaply 
equipped to meet the limited demands then made upon them. Im- 
provements have been slow and imperfect ; stability is still wanting. 
Roadbeds, tracks, depot accommodations and terminals, require con- 
stant reconstruction, and necessarily call for the expenditure of 
large sums of money if the commerce of the country is to be properly 
accommodated. 

FREIGHT AND PASSENGER RATES. 

The question of reducing passenger rates was considered at the 
last session of your body and the Commission has taken no action 
since affecting the matter. 
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As to freight rates on intrastate business, we have in many in- 
stances, corrected existing inequalities, and wherever the rate pre- 
vailing appeared excessive, the proper reduction was promptly made* 

( 
ORDERS. 

The Commission, after investigation and hearings, issued, since 
June 30, 1906, forty orders. All such orders have been either com- 
plied with or will be carried out, as we have reason to suppose. 
Much tardiness on the part of the corporations, to which these orders 
have been directed, has been experienced. Possibly some of the 
delays in carrying out certain orders of the Commission are ex- 
cusable, but in many instances no satisfactory reason has been 
assigned. At this time the only means given the Commission by law 
to compel obedience to its orders, rules and regulations, are through 
the courts. This entails litigation, which ordinarily involves delay and 
cost. Therefore, the Commission has preferred at all times to accom- 
plish its objects, when possible, without application to the courts. 

COMPLAINTS. 

The Commission, since June 30, 1906, and up to January i, 1908^ 
received and acted upon over 1,000 complaints and petitions, relating 
to various matters connected with transportation. 

ACCIDENTS. 

We report 87 deaths to persons in this State from railway acci- 
dents between June 30, 1906, and June 30, 1907, 35 of whom were 
railway employees. During the corresponding period covered by 
our last report there were in South Carolina 198 deaths from rail- 
way accidents; 32 of this number were railway employees. 

The total value of railway property reported as destroyed or 
damaged by railway accidents in South Carolina from June 30, 1906, 
to September i, 1907, was $283,712.90. 

INSPECTIONS. 

We have personally inspected, from time to time during the last 
year, about all the railway lines in this State, and ordered such 
repairs or additions as were deemed actually necessary to the safety 
and convenience of the public. Detailed reports of these inspections 
are on file in the office of this Commission. 
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ROADBEDS. 

With few exceptions the roadbeds of all railways in South Can> 
Una have been very much neglected. Good rail on a defective road- 
bed cannot be utilized to much advantage. In order to secure a sul^ 
stantial foundation for timber and track, the importance of pri>per 
drainage along the roads can scarcely be overestimated. The Com- 
mission is insisting upon the railway companies protecting their lines 
with the necessary ditches and ballast. 

NEW RAIL. 

During the past year ending June 30, 1907, 59,900,280 pounds 
of new rail has been laid or distributed over the various railroads in 
this State. 

In the matter of relaying track, we take pleasure in submitting the 
following letter from C. H. Ackert, General Manager of the South- 
em Railway Company, received by the Commission in response to 
its inquiries: 

"Washington, D. C, October 26, 1907. a — i 
"Hon, B. L. Caughman, Chairman, Hon. John H. Earle, Hon. /. M. 
Sullivan, Commissioners, Columbia, South Carolina. 

"Gentlemen : I have your letter of October 23rd in regard to rail 
on our various lines in South Carolina, in which communication we 
are cited to appear before you on November 5th ; and in reply will 
say I will be glad to have our company represented, but I would like 
to make the following statement to see if you will then still feel that a 
meeting will be necessary : 

"Out of our present contracts, sufficient rail has been assigned to 
the lines in South Carolina to take out all rail of less than 60-lb. 
sections. 

"The line between Alston and Greenville, when changed, will con- 
sist of 60 and 75-lb. rail. 

"The line between Columbia and Spartanburg will be of 75-lb. rail. 

"The line between Charlotte and Augusta will be for the greater 
part 75 and 8o-lb. rail, and nothing less than 60-lb. 

"The Charleston Division will be of 60, 70 and 75-lb. rail. 
' "We made Contract in April, 1906, for 60,000 tons of rail to be 
delivered at the rate of 5,000 tons per month, beginning January, 
1907. Up to date we have received only 14,000 tons, when we should 
have received 50,000 tons. Of the 14,000 tons received, we.hayc 
sent the lines in South Carolina 6,701 tons, or nearly one-half of the

total rail received. In addition to the above, we have sent the South 
Carcriina lines 3,519 tons received from the Carnegie Steel Company 
in February and March, 1907, or a total of io,0oo tons of rail have 
been sent to the South Carolina lines during the present year; and 
I am in hopes that you will agree with me that we have tried to com- 
ply with your order. It is always our desire to meet your wishes, as 
far as it is possible, but if we are unable to secure rail from the mills 
with which we have contracted, you, of course, appreciate how im- 
possible it is for us to do what we want to do.

Average gross earnings on 3,208.21 miles, per mile, $5,382.20 net, 
less expenses, per mile, 1,247.02. 
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The above exhibit shows an increase in total earnings, all sources, 
for year ending June 30, 1907, of $764,269.52, while the net earnings 
show a decided decrease of $1,173,044.84. There are five railroads 
with deficits amounting to $21,337.48. The total tonnage shows an 
increase of 5,046,130 tons. 

ASSESSMENT OF RAILROAD PROPERTY. 

It is no part of the duty of the Railroad Commission to assess rail- 
road or any other property for taxation. The Chairman of the 
Commission is ex-officio a member of the State Board empowered 
to assess railroad property. As a matter of general interest we sub- 
mit the following table showing assessment of railroads in South 
Carolina per mile, 1907 :

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Commission recommends that such laws be enacted by the 
General Assembly, at its present session, as are hereinbefore indicated 
in this report. We furthermore urge the General Assembly to enact 
such laws as wijl carry out the suggestions of the Commission con- 
tained in the following letter addressed to the Hon. Huger Sinkler, 
of the Senate, and H[on. J, W, Nash, of the House of Representa- 
tives,^ constituting a special committee of your body, conferring with 
us during the past, year : 

"Columbia, S. C, December 17th, 1907. 
"To the Hon, Huger Sinfiler, State Senator, and the Hon. L W, 
Nash, 'Representative. 

"Gentlemen: Availing itself of the opportunity extended by you 
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as a special Committee authorized to investigate such matters, the 
undersigned, Railroad Commission of this State, would respectfully 
suggest and recommend certain amendments and provisions to the 
laws now regulating railway transportation in South Carolina. 

"First. In consideration of the increased business and importance 
of this office ; and in view of the fact that one of the chief difficulties 
experienced by the Commission is in sectoring prompt compliance 
with its orders; and in further consideration of its constant need 
of legal advice in arriving at the proper course of procedure in 
enforcing the laws of this State with reference to the corporations 
under its supervision, the Commission deems it to the interest of 
the State that the General Assembly provide, at its ensuing sessicMi, 
for the appointment of special legal counsel to the Railroad Com- 
mission, whose duty should be to attend all regular meetings of the 
Commission, to advise the Commission upon all questions of law 
whenever called upon, and to conduct all legal proceedings before the 
courts, or elsewhere, when instituted by the Commission. 

"Second. The General Assembly, in our opinion, could very much 
strengthen the effectiveness of the Railroad Commissioners' work 
by providing for the appointment of an Expert on Railroad Con- 
struction, whose duty it should be to examine thoroughly and regu- 
larly, under the direction of the Commission, the physical condition 
of all railroads in the State, the condition of their motive power and 
equipment, terminals, and means of transportation generally. At 
the same time such an expert or inspector might be very properly 
instructed to report to the Commission all infractions of the laws or 
Commissioners' rules coming under his view. 

"The statutes now permit the employment of an expert, but no 
compensation has heretofore been provided for, nor the duties of 
such a position defined. ' 

"Third. It is further suggested and recomended by the under- 
signed, that the General Assembly make proper provision for a 
reliable compilation of the State laws relating to Railroad, Telegraph, 
Telephone and Express Companies, that is, to transportation and 
transmission service of all kinds, whether under the supervision of 
the Railroad Commission or not. Such a compilation, properly, exe- 
cuted, and printed in convenient form, would afford ready informa- 
tion and valuable guidance not only to those charged with the admin- 
istration of our laws, but to the public at large. 

"If the General Assembly should provide for the appointment of 
counsel to the Commission, as recommended in foregoing paragraph 
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I, such counsel might well prepare this compilation, aided by the 
Commission. 

"Fourth. The Railroad Commission should be authorized by the 
State to investigate all interstate rates affecting South Carolina, and 
where excessive charges or discrimination on interstate business are 
made, the Commission would be very much strengthened if it was 
explicitly empowered to appeal, in the name of the State, if necessary, 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission for redress and correction ; 
and in this connection sufficient funds should be appropriated for the 
employment by the Commission of an expert on freight rates, whose 
duties should be to check all excessive charges or discriminations on 
interstate business and advise with the Commission as to all freight 
rates. Such expert, in our opinion, would be of much assistance 
to the Commission as well as of great service to the commercial 
interest of the whole State.

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PULLMAN CAR SERVICE. 

This service has been called to the attention of the Legislature 
before, and a bill, which failed to pass, introduced giving this Com- 
mission jurisdiction over this system. This is a growing and im- 
portant part of our transportation service and should be under 
the same supervision as the other transportation companies. This 
Commission has had many complaints concerning this company, but 
did not investigate them for the reason that they had no authority 
to correct the evils complained of. We would suggest that the Com- 
mission be given authority over such companies, so that proper niles 
and regulations governing them and the rates to be charged can be 
definitely fixed. 

EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

There is only one Express Company operating in this State, and 
we regret to report that it has not been giving proper service. 

We have investigated all complaints made, and have found them 
well founded as a rule. One serious complaint which has recently been 
reported is that charges are repeatedly collected from patrons at both 
ends of the line, although the package was marked paid by the for- 
warding office. Another complaint is as to packages being broken 
open and part of the contents removed ; another that the company does 
not promptly deliver .packages to consignee. Some complaints as to 
intrastate rates have been adjusted. Complaints as to interstate rates 
were not adjusted, as the Commission, of course, has no jurisdiction 
over such rates. We have herein prepared a full report of the opera- 
tions of this company, their tariffs, etc., which shows an increase of 
gross earnings for the year ending June 30, 1907, of $29,975.74, as 
compared with the same period of 1905-1906, an increase in net earn- 
ings of $5487.98 for the same period. 

TELEPHONE COMPANIES. 

Numerous complaints have been made from different sections of 
the State concerning telephone service and, in all instances, except a 
few, have been satisfactorily adjusted. 

The telephone business is growing in this State, and the Commis- 
sion now requires each company to make a separate report of its 
operations for each exchange. There is published herein a complete 
report for each exchange operated by the Southern Bell Telephone 
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and Telegraph Company, and for eleven out of the thirty-three inde- 
pendent exchanges. The balance of the reports came in too late to 
be printed in this report, but are on file in this office. 

We beg to call attention to the new Telephone rules promulgated 
by the Commission last year. These rules are herein printed in full 
and are now in force. 

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 

There are two telegraph companies operating in this State, the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, which has 305 offices, and 
the Postal Telegraph Company, operating 21 offices. 

We have had many complaints growing out of the telegraph strikes 
of the past year, the companies closing some offices without posting 
the proper notices and without the consent or permission of this Com- 
mission. As soon as reported to us, we had such officers reopened. 
Upon proper complaint several new offices, separate and distinct 
from the railroad offices have been opened, it being shown that one 
operator could not handle its business. Complaints having been 
made concerning the collection by messengers for delivering mes- 
sages, when said messages were sent to persons living one mile, or 
less, from the telegraph office, the Commission has adopted and pub- 
lished a rule on this subject, as shown by Rule No. 4 (see Telegraph 
Rules). This rule will be in force on and after March i, 1908. 

For further information we direct your attention to the various 
reports, tables, statistics, etc., following this general statement, and 
herewith respectfully submitted.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE RAILROAD COM- 

MISSION OF SOUTH CAROLINA APPLYING 

TO RAILROADS. 

Manner of Filing Complaints and Answers. 

1. All complaints and applications for hearings before the Com- 
mission shall be in writing. 

2. Such complaint or application shall contain a brief statement 
of facts and be signed by the complainants or applicants. Com- 
plaints may be sent at any time to the Chairman or Secretary of the 
Commission at Columbia, S. C, or delivered to any member of the 
Commission. 

3. If such complaint or application contains matter which, in the 
judgment of the Commission, requires investigation, the Secretary 
shall file the same by placing his file mark thereon with the proper 
number, enter the same on the docket, and notify the parties in 
writing. 

4. Where any complaint is fhade to the Commission, and it shall 
appear that there are reasonable grounds for investigation, and such 
party complained of shall fail to satisfy said complaint as provided 
in Rule 3, a notice shall be issued to such party to appear before the 
Commission at the place and time named in the notice, to answer 
such complaint. All answers to complaints and petitions before the 
Commission shall be made in writing. 

5. The party or parties to any complaint or application and party 
complained of may appear before the Commission in person or by 
counsel. 

General Rules Applicable to Passenger Service. 

Rule No. 6. All railroad companies or persons operating in South 
Carolina as common carriers shall be required to have printed in 
large type and kept posted in a conspicuous place in each waiting 
room at depots in South Carolina, from and after the first day of 
September, 1907, the following notice: 

NOTICE. 

All railroad companies are required, under the laws of South Car- 
olina and the rules of the Railroad Commission, to bulletin trains 
when late, to furnish good, wholesome drinking water to passengers, 

fi-B. o. 
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to keep waiting rooms and passenger coaches clean, well lighted^ 
properly ventilated, and comfortably heated when necessary. 

The Railroad Commission of South Carolina would appreciate the 
prompt reporting to its office at Columbia, S. C, of the failure of any 
company or its agent to comply with these requirements. 

Rule No. 7. Railroad companies are required, at all stations where 
passenger tickets are offered for sale, to open their waiting rooms at 
least thirty minutes before schedule time of the arrival of all pas- 
senger trains, or trains carrying passengers. 

Rule No. 8. A separate room for white and colored passengers, 
sufficient for their comfort and convenience, shall be provided at all 
stations where passenger tickets are offered for sale, and these wait- 
ing rooms shall be furnished with adequate lights, and, when the 
incjemency of the weather requires, with fire, and at all times kept 
clean and made comfortable for passengers. 

A substantial water cooler must be in each waiting room with 
drinking vessel conveniently placed. The said cooler to be supplied 
with wholesome water at all hours ta meet the requirements of pas- 
sengers. There shall be connected with each of these waiting rooms, 
whenever practicable, except at flag stations on the railroad lines 
where there is no regularly kept passenger station, two separate and 
distinct water closets, one for female passengers and one for male 
passengers, and said closets shall be kept in fit and suitable condition 
for use and convenience of said passengers. Such toilets will be con- 
sidered as connnected with the waiting rooms if the walks thereto 
are walled up on each side and open into or near the waiting rooms 
so as to afford a reasonable privacy to passengers. 

Rule No. 9. On all passenger trains, or trains carrying passengers 
in this State, the railroad companies shall furnish safe and adequate 
heating appliances and lights, and shall keep the passenger coaches 
clean, sufficiently warm, and properly ventilated for the comfort of 
passengers. All passenger coaches, after reaching their destination 
and before being put in service for further use, must be thoroughly 
cleaned, and toilet rooms in said coaches must be thoroughly cleaned, 
fumigated, and disinfected. 

Rule No. 10. All railroad companies shall provide such means or 
appliances as may be necessary to secure the careful handling of and 
prevent injury to baggage. At all stations where no proper appli- 
ances are supplied, the baggagemaster shall have such assistance 
from the train hands or others as may be necessary to handle all 
baggage without injury to same. That at all junctional points and 
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^ towns over $00 inhabitants, sufficient trucks be furnished to both 
load and unload baggage. 

Rule No. II. Whenever any passenger trains or trains carrying 
passengers on any railroad in this State shall be more than one-half 
of an hour behind its schedule time, it shall be the duty of said rail- 
road company to bulletin, and keep posted at every telegraph sta- 
tion along its line, in the direction in which said train is going, the 
time such train is behind its schedule time, and the time of its arrival, 
as near as can be ascertained. 

Each bulletin board upon which the foregoing information is to 
be posted shall contain the regular schedule of the arrival and de- 
parture of all trains carrying passengers. 

All notices as to trains behind schedule time shall be erased from 
the bulletin immediately after the departure of such trains. 

Rule No. 12. Notice of any change in the schedule time of pas- 
senger trains, or trains carrying passengers, must be posted con- 
spicuously at each of the stations along the line of the road, and 
notice to the Commission be given in writing at least five days before 
the change is to take effect : Provided, freight trains carrying pas- 
sengers and running between local stations may be excepted from 
this rule by proper showing before this Commission when said train 
is not advertised in published schedules as carrying passengers. 

Rule No. 13. Each passenger shall be entitled to baggage not ex- 
ceeding 200 pounds. 

Rule No. 14. In case of accident, attended with injury, to any 
person, the railroad company upon whose line such accident occurred 
shall cause immediate notice, with full particulars, to be given to the 
Commission, and in the event of an accident resulting in the death of, 
or injury likely to cause death, to any person, notice of such accident 
shall be given fmmediately by telegraph or such other means as to 
insure the quickest possible delivery of said notice, and the officials 
of the road upon which such accident occurs are required to furnish, 
when so ordered by the Commission, without cost to said Commis- 
sion, immediate transportation by the quickest route over its line, 
or over that of other railroads, to and from the place of such acci- 
dent. 

Rule No. 15. No station flag stop or depot shall be discontinued 
before thirty days' notice at least has been given to the Commission, 
and not until written permission from the Commission is given for 
such action. 
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Rule No. i6. On all railroads a half-fare of not more than one 
and a half cents per mile for children under twelve years old or over 
six years of age shall be charged. 

Rule No. 17. No railroad company shall be allowed to charge 
more than five cents as a minimum full or half rate between regular 
stations when the fare would be less than that amount 

Rule No. 18. The fare shall always be equal to the distance in 
mile multiplied by three, between all points or stations in South 
Carolina on any and all railroads operated by steam, except in cases 
where a competitive road's mileage between said points or stations 
is shorter, arid in said case the short mileage may be used. In calcu- 
lating said rate, the shortest mileage between any two points or 
stations by one or more roads may be used. 

Rule No. 19. Upon a corpse the regular passenger fare may be 
charged. If not in good condition, or improperly packed, or not 
accompanied by a person in charge, the railroad company may de- 
cline to receive it. 

Rule No. 20. There shall be no unjust discrimination as to pas- 
senger rates in favor of or against any individual or locality : Pro- 
vided, however, that this rule shall not be so construed as to prevent 
railroad companies issuing commutation, excursion or thousand-mile 
tickets as the same are now issued. 

Rule No. 21. Whenever there is, by reason of accident or other- 
wise, a break or obstruction on any railroad in this State, which will 
delay any passenger train on said road, it shall be the duty of said 
road to have the same bulletined at all stations at and between the 
said passenger train and the place so obstructed, and the conductor 
shall give notice of said obstruction to the passengers in the cars, 
before leaving the station, and the delay that will probably be caused 
by the same. 

No. 22. RATES APPLICABLE TO ROADS UNDER ONE 
MANAGEMENT OR CONTROL. 

All connecting railroads doing business in this State, and imder 
the management or control, by lease, ownership, association or other- 
wise, of one and the same person, firm, corporation or association, 
shall, for purposes of transportation, in applying freight and pas- 
senger tariffs, be considered as constituting but one and the same 
road, and the rate shall be computed as upon parts of one and the 
same road, unless otherwise specified by the Railroad Commission. 
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No. 23. LOCAL SHIPMENTS. 

All shipments moving locally hf rail,' betweeti points in South 
Carolina, are subject to. the rates,^, rules and^ regylatiqns 2^5 adopted 
Ipr the Railroad Ccwnmission of South, Carolina, unl^jsjs tliere is issued 
at. the time of shipment at the place the shipment originates, or at 
the nearest agency station thereto, through interstate 'bill of lading 
to the final point of destination of the shipment, or such a bill of 
lading as may be exchanged for a ship's bill of lading at a place of 
export. . V - \ , 

No. 24, JOINT RATES. 

Joint freight rates are those ordered put in, or authorized, by the 
Railroad Commission of South Carolina, which shall only apply on 
shipments moving between two points in the State of South Caro- 
lina^ over two or more steam railroad routes, not under the same 
management or control. ... 

In no case shall the joint rates between points in South Carolina 
exceed the su^ 6i the lowest mileage rates applying on each line 
over which- shipment moves, less 20 per cent. 

No. 25. RATES FROM COMPETING POINTS. 
Where there are two or more gteani. railroad lines between any 
two points in South Carolina, having through connections, the low- 
est freight rate established between such points shall be charged by 
the other lines accepting the freight for transports^tion between said 
points. Rates for intermediate stations shall not be affected by 
this rule.; . : ■■ . 

No.. 26. SHORT LINE MILRAGE RATgS TO BE USED. 
In figuring joint freight rates between points in South Carolina, 
all rail lines shall use the lowest mileage i^tes, less 20 per cent., 
using the short line mileage in all cases where a point .may be 
reached by two or more routes. 

No. 27. WEIGHT OF SHIPMENTS. 
Actual gross weights must be charged for in all cases, except that 
when the actual weights of the articles named in Rule 14 of the 
Southern Classification No. 34 cannot be ascertained at point of ship- 
ment, or at destination or in transit, the table of estimated w^ig^hts 
therein giv^ may apply, and when an article is classified to be 
accepted at an estimated weight, such estimated weight will govern.

No. 28. MINIMUM CHARGES. 

The railroads are authorized to charge twenty-fiye (250.) cents 
pn any singly shipment over one line; over two lines, forty (40c.) 
cents, and over three or more lines, sixty (60c.) cents, although 
by the tariff the rate may be less than that amount. 



No. 29. DISTANCES FOR CHANGING RATES. 

Ten miles has been fixed as the usual limit for a change of freight 
rates in South Carolina, but the railroads may, if they so desire, 
for intermediate distances, adopt rates also intermediate between 
those given in the tables. 

Stations not over two miles beyond the upper limits of ten-mile 
group may be included in such group. The Commission reserves 
the right, however, to correct the charge in extreme cases which 
work hardships, although the same may not violate the letter of its 
rules. 



No. 30. NO CHANGE OF RATES WITHOUT APPROVAL 
OF THE COMMISSION. 

No freight rates in this State shall be changed without the ap- 
proval of this Commission. 

The rates fixed or authorized by thi^ Commission are to be re- 
garded as maximum rates, which the railroads shall not exceed, 
except when specifically authorized by rule or written consent of 
this Commission. The railroads may adopt lower rates with the 
consent of the Commission, but if they do so for one shipper or 
person, they must, for like service, apply the same reduction of 
rates for all other persons, and if they fix less freight rates from 
one station, they shall make a corresponding reduction of the same 
per cent, at all stations along the line of road, so as not to discrim- 
inate against any person or locality. 



No. 31. BILLS LADING AND FREIGHT RECEIPTS. 

All freight bills and receipts of all railroads in this State must 
show name of consignor, consignee, weight, class, rate, and charges. 
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No. 32. FREIGHT RATE BY PASSENGER TRAIN. 
The rate of freight by regular passenger train shall not exceed 
the rate allowed by ordinary freight trains for first-class freight 
with 50 per cent, added thereto, and no railroad company shall, by 
reason of any contract with any express or other company, decline 
or refuse to transport any article proper for transportation on the 
train for which it is offered. 

No. 33. NO DISCRIMINATION ALLOWED. 

There shall be no discrimination by any railroad company char- 
tered by this State in favor or against any railroad company with 
which it may connect, but each road shall deal with all its connec- 
tions at any one point on the same terms, and shall aiford the like 
usual customary facilities for the interchange of freight between all 
of its connections at the same point, any contract, combination, joint 
ownership or management to the contrary notwithstanding. 

No. 34. NO REBATE PERMITTED. 

No rebate, bonus, drawback or other advantage in any form shall 
be allowed, directly or indirectly, upon shipments made or service 
rendered to any person, but the rates shall be the same to all. 

No. 35.. NOTICE OF ARRIVAL OF FREIGHT. 

All railroads shall give prompt notice by mail or otherwise to 
consignees of the arrival of goods, together with the weight and 
amount of freight charges due thereon ; and when goods or freight 
of any kind in carload quantities arrive, said notice must contain 
letters or initials of the car, number of the car, net weight of ship- 
ment, and amount of freight charges due on same. 

No. 36. ROUTINE SHIPMENTS. 

The^ right of the shipper to direct by what road or roads in this 
State his shipments shall be transported must be observed by the 
carriers. No railroad shall decline or refuse to transport any article 
proper for transportation. 
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No. 37. NOTICE TO BE GIVEN BEFORE CHANGE OF 

RATES. 

, Before any rate shall be fixed, established or changed by the Rail- 
road Commission, the railroad company to be affected thereby shall 
have at least thirty (30) days' notice of the time and place when 
and where the matter of fixing or changing such rate will be con- 
sidered by the Commission in session; and said railroad company 
shall be entitled to be heard at such time and place, to the end that 
justice may be done. 

I 
No. 38. WHEN RATES ARE EFFECTIVE. 

All authorities for rates issued by the Commission may be made 
effective at once, or as soon after date of issuance as possible, but 
iji no case later than ten days after the date of the Commission's 
authority, unless otherwise specified. 

No. 39. CONFLICT BETWEEN RATES. 

Whenever there is a conflict between class and commodity rates, 
or between mileage rates and commodity rates, for the transporta- 
tion of freight, between any two points in South Carolina, the lowest 
rate in effect shall be charged. 

No. 40. DELAYS IN TRANSPORTATION. 

No railroad shall, for any cause, subject any article of freight to 
unreasonable delay in receiving, delivering or forwarding the same. 

No. 41. KEEPING OPEN DEPOTS.. 

All freight depots must be kept open each day (Sundays and legal 
holidays excepted) for the receiving and delivering of freight during 
such hours as will afford reasonable accommodation to the public. 

No. 42. LOCATION AND CHANGES OF DEPOTS. 

No changes of depots (freight or passenger) or flag stations, 
from present location, or the suspension of the receiving or forward- 
ing of freight from stations now in use for such purpose, will be 
permitted without the consent of this Commission. 
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No. 43. REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

Whenever in the judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall 
appear that repairs are necessary upon any railroad in this State, 
or that any addition to the rolling stock, or that any enlargement 
of, or improvement in, the stations or station houses, or any changes 
in the mode of operating the road and conducting its business, is 
reasonable and expedient, in order to promote the security, conve- 
nience and accommodation of the public, they shall give information 
in writing to the railroad company of the improvements and changes 
which they adjudge to be proper, and if said company shall fail, 
within sixty (60) days, to adopt the suggestion of said Commis- 
sioners, they will take such legal proceedings as they tpay deem 
expedient. 

No. 44. RAILROADS REQUIRED TO FURNISH 
INFORMATION. 

Every railroad corporation operating in this State shall at all 
times, on request, furnish the Railroad Commissioners any informa- 
tion required by them concerning the condition, management and 
operation of its railroads. 

No. 45. TON AND CARLOAD DEFINED. 

A ton is 2,000 pounds. Where rates are fixed for articles of 
freight in less than carloads the aggregate amount shall not exceed 
the carload rates for such articles. 

No. 46. CARLOAD MINIMUM IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 

Carload minimum for all carload shipments within the State of 
South Carolina, regardless of the length of the car, shall bfe the 
minimum weight specifically named in the Southern Qassification 
as approved by this Commission, or as specified in the South Caro- 
lina Exception Sheet. The minimum carload will not be increased 
because a car over 36 feet in length is furnished. 

No. 47. POSTING OF RATES. 

Railroads in this State are required to keep "posted" in all their 
stations copies of rate schedules with tables showing distances be- 
tween all stations, applying on their respective roads. It shall be 
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the duty of all such railroads to obtain as needed, from the Railroad 
Commission, all such schedule of rates, including such changes or 
revisions as may from time to time be made, and to "post" copies 
of same as required by law. 

No. 48. REGULATING CHARGES FOR SHORTER 
DISTANCES. 

The railroads will not be required to ''regelate their charges for 
shorter distances by their proportion of through rates between ter- 
minal or junctional competitive points." 

No. 49. ERECTING DEPOTS. 

All railroads in this State are required to erect within the time 
specified by the Commission union or other depots at such points 
as the travel and public interest shall in the judgment of the Com- 
mission justify. 

No. 50. CHANGING RULES. 

The Commission reserves the right to suspend or modify the 
enforcement of any of its Rules and Regulations at its discretion. 

, No. 51. TIMETABLES. 

All railroads in South Carolina shall furnish the Railroad Com- 
missioners complete Time Tables covering schedules of all regular 
trains carrying passengers over their respective roads; and shall 
furnish new time tables or schedules, whenever changes are made, 
as soon as such schedules are received from the printer. 

JsTo. 52. ANNUAL REPORTS OF RAILROADS. 

The several railroad companies in this State shall be required to 
file in the office of the Railroad Commissioners, on or before the 
thirty-first day of August in each and every year, a full and detailed 
schedule and report of the condition and operations of such road 
for the current year ending on the thirtieth day of June then im- 
mediately preceding. Such schedule and reports shall be made in 
accordance with the rules and forms provided by the laws of South 
Carolina, with such changes or additions as may be made by the 
Railroad Commission. 
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On and after December ist, 1905, the Distance Tables on all 
Railroads in South Carolina will read as follows : provided the same 
does not apply to special Wood and Cotton Tariffs as covered by 
Special Wood and Standard Cotton Circulars:

LOCAL RATES OVER TWO' OR MORE LINES IN THE 
STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 

"Joint rates from local stations on one road or system to local 
stations on another road or system shall be twenty per cent, less 
than the sum of the locals of each road or system." Provided the 
total rate so constructed shall not be lower than the continuous 
mileage rate for the entire distance via the junction through which 
the lowest combination, less twenty per cent., can be figured. 

DEMURRAGE RULES. 

RULE I. . 

FREIGHT SUBJECT TO CAR SERVICE CHARGES. 
All freight in cars, whether full carload or not, shipped to one 
consignee and taking track delivery is subject to car service regu- 
lations. 

RULE 2. 

Railroad companies shall give prompt notice by mail or othe^^'ise 
to consignee of the arrival of goods, together with the contents, 
weight and amount of freight charges due thereon, as shown by the 

8-R. c. 
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waybill; and when goods or freight of any kind in carload quan- 
tities arrive, said notice must contain in addition thereto, letters, or 
initials of the car, number of the car. Demurrage charges may be 
assessed if goods are not removed in conformity with the following 
rules and regulations. No demurrage charges, however, shall, in 
any ease, be allowed unless legal notice of the arrival of the goods 
has been given to the owner or consignee thereof by the railroad 
company. 

RULE 3. 

Legal notice referred to in these rules may be either actual or con- 
structive. Where the consignee is personally served with notice of 
the arrival of freight, free time begins at 12 o'clock a. m..on the day 
after such notice has been given. Constructive notice referred to 
consists of posting notice by mail to the consignee. Where this mode 
of giving notice is adopted, there shall be twenty-four (24) hours 
free additional time to be added to the forty-eight (48) hours, mak- 
ing seventy-two (72) hours to be computed from the day after notice 
was mailed ; provided, however, that if, in any case, where notice of 
arrival is given by mail, the consignee will make oath that neither 
he, his agents nor employees have received such notice, that no de- 
murrage charges shall be made until after legal notice, as ^bove 
specified, is given. 

RULE 4. 

I. A charge of one dollar ($1.00) per car per day shall be made 
for detention of cars and use of tracks when cars are not loaded or 
unloaded within forty-eight (48) hours in the case of personal 
notice, and seventy-two (72) hours in the case of mailed or con- 
structive notice, except when loaded with grain, flour, meal, bran, 
mill feed, cotton seed, cotton-seed meal, cotton-seed hulls, fertilizers, 
fertilizer material, hay, coal, pyrites, bulk apples, bulk potatoes, bulk 
cabbages, dressed lumber (in box cars), brick and crushed stone, 
twenty- four (24) additional hours will be allowed for unloading. 
It being understood that said car or cars are to be placed and re- 
main accessible to the shipper or consignee for the purpose of load- 
ing or unloading during the period in which held free of demur- 
rage ; that when the period of such demurrage charges commences, . 
they are to be placed accessible to the consignee for unloading pur- 
poses on demand of the consignee; provided, however, that if the 
railroad company shall remove such car or cars after being so placed, 
or in any way obstruct the unloading of the same, the consignee 
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shall not be chargeable with the delay caused thereby; provided, 
further, that when any consignee shall receive four or more cars 
during any one day, taking track delivery, the said cars in excess of 
three shall not be liable to demurrage by any railroad company 
until after the expiration of twenty- four (24) hours additional 
time. 

Any fraction of a day shall be considered a day. 

RULE 5. 

When consignors ship goods consigned to themselves, it shall be 
the duty of the railroad company to give legal notice to such con- 
signees, or persons to whom shipping directions order delivery. This 
notice may be addressed by mail to the consignee at point of deliv- 
ery, and demurrage will begin as in other cases of notice by mail ; 
and the mailing of such notice shall be sufficient legal notice in such 
cases, whether the consignee actually receive the same or not. 

RULE 6. 

Where the consignee shall refuse to accept freight tendered in 
pursuance of the bill of lading, the carrier charged with the duty 
of delivery shall give to the consignor legal notice of suCh refusal ; 
and if he shall not, within three days thereafter, give direction for 
the reshipment or unloading of such goods, he shall thenceforth be- 
come liable to such carrier for demurrage upon the car or cars in' 
which they are held to the same extent and at the same rate as such 
charges are now, under like circumstances by the rules of this Com- 
mission, imposed upon consignees who neglect or refuse, after 
notice of arrival, to remove freight of like character from Tthe cars 
of a carrier. 

A consignee who has onc*e refused to accept a consignment of 
goods shall not thereafter be entitled to the benefit of this rule. 

RULE 7. 

« 

A cpnsignee. living four miles or over from the depot, and whose 
freight is destined to his residence or place of business so located, 
shall not be subject to storage or demurrage charges allowed in the 
above rules until a sufficient time has elapsed after notice for said 
consignee to remove said goods by the exercise of ordinary dili- 
gence. 
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RULE 8. 

Railroad companies are authorized to hold such property in public 
warehouses at the expense of owner, if same is not removed before 
demurrage charges attach. 

RULE 9. 

When any railroad company fails to deliver freights at the depot 
or to place loaded cars at an accessible place for unloading within 
forty-eight (48) hours (not including Sunday or legal holidays), 
computed from 12 o'clock a. m. the day after the arrival of the sam^, 
the shipper or consignee shall be paid one dollar per day for each 
day said delivery is so delayed. 

RULE 10. 

1. Cars containing freight are to be delivered upon carload de- 
livery tracks or private sidings designated by consignee upon ar- 
rival. 

2. Cars containing property, the billing of which does not specify 
any particular delivery, and for which no standing or special order 
has been filed with agent, within twenty- four (24) hours, will be 
considered as requiring general track delivery, and shall be so 

' placed after twenty- four hours. 

3. Cars for unloading shall be considered placed when such cars 
are held in receiving yards awaiting orders from shippers or con- 
signees, or when held for payment of freight charges, provided the 
railroad" company could otherwise have placed such cars on delivery 
tracks, except that on cars consigned to private sidings already fully 
occupied and delivery thereof impractfcable, detention is to be com- 
puted from time of notification. 

4. Whenever the weather during the period of free time is so 
severe, inclement or rainy that it is impracticable to secure means of 
removal, or where, frofti the nature of the goods, removal would 
cause injury or damage, such time shall be added to the free period, 
and no demurrage charges shall be allowed for such additional 
time. 

This rule applies to the state of the weather during business 
hours. ^ 
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RULE II. 

Railroads shall not discriminate between persons or places in 
storage or demurrage charges. If a railroad company collects stor- 
age or demurrage of one person, under the demurrage rules, it 
must collect of all who are liable. No rebate, drawback, or other 
similar device will be allowed. 

If demurrage is collected by a railroad company at one point on 
its line, it must collect at all places on its line of those liable under 
the rules of this Commission. Provided, That the Commission 
shall hear and grant applications to suspend the operation of this 
rule whenever justice shall demand this course. 

RULE 12. 

Cars detained or held for want of proper shipping instructions or 
by reason of improper or excessive loading (where loading is done 
by shipper) shall be subject to a demurrage charge of one dollar 
per car for each day or fraction of a day said car or cars are so 
detained or held. Likewise, when cars are properly loaded and ship- 
ping instructions given, the railroad agent must immediately issue 
bills of lading therefor; and if said car or cars are detained or held, 
and not carried forward (not including Sundays and legal holi- 
days), within forty-eight (48) hours, except perishable articles, 
which shall be moved within twenty-four (24) hours thereafter, 
said railroad cc«npany shall be liable to said shipper for the pay- 
ment of one dollar per -car for each day or fraction of a day that 
said car or cars are thus detained or held. 

RULE 13. 

No other charge shall be made for demurrage on car service cars 
so defined by Rule i except as provided in the foregoing rules. And 
these rules shall become effective February i, 1901. 

PACKAGE STORAGE RULES. 

Rules and regulations of the South Carolina Railroad Commis- 
sion for storage on package freight. Effective August i, 1901 : 

Whereas, an Act was passed by the General Assembly of South 
Carolina at the regular session of 1901, and thereafter approved by 
the Governor on the isth day of February, A. D. 1901, authorizing 
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and requiring the Board of Railroad Commissioners "to fix and pre- 
scribe a schedule of maximum rates and charges for storage made 
and charged by the railroads doing business in this State, and to fix 
what time after the reception of freight; at place of destination such 
charges of storage shall begin/' and for other purposes ; 

Now, be it resolved, That we, the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, do, by virtue of the authority conferred by said Act, fix the 
following rules and maximum rates for storage charges to apply to 
all freight stored by the railroads doing business in this State : 

1. All freight received for delivery is subject to storage regula- 
tions. 

2. All package freight not removed by owners from the custody 
of the railway company within seventy-two {jt.^ hours after legal 
notice of the arrival thereof has been given to consignee, computed 
from 12 o'clock of the day following the date of such notice of 
arrival, shall thereafter be subject to a charge for storage, as set 
forth in Rule 4 of these regulations. 

3. Prompt noticfe shall be given to consignee of the ar^val of 
freights, and the said notice must show date of its issue, and the 
time allowed for removal without charge for storage. 

4. The maximum charges for the storage of freight by the rail- 
roads, when stored in the warehouses of the said railroads in this 
state, shall be as follows : 

For five days and under, ic. per hundred pounds per day. 

For 10 days and over 5 days, 6c. per hundred pounds. 

For 20 days and over 10 days, 8c. per hundred pounds. 

For 30 days and over 20 days, loc. per hundred pounds. 

For 40 days and over 30 days, 13c. per hundred pounds. 

For 50 days and over 40 days, 15c. per hundred pounds. 

Each additional week and fraction thereof thereafter, ic. per hun- 
dred pounds. The minimum charge for any one shipment shall be 
five cents. Not more than one dollar per day shall be chargefd for 
any 'one consignment not in excess of a carload. 

5. A consignee living four miles or over from the depot, and 
whose freight is destined to his residence or place of business so 
located, shall not be subject to storage charges allowed in the above 
rules until a sufficient time has elapsed after notice for said con- 
signee to remove said goods by the exercise of ordinary diligence. 

6. Shipments detained because billed to order and awaiting bills 
of lading or instructions as to disposition, shipments held for want 
of billing instructions, shipments held for inspection, change of bill- 
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ing or for any other purpose, by owner or his agent, are subject to 
storage charges, and if such freights are forwarded to any other 
point, accrued storage will be added to the billing as back charges. 

7. The rates herein. prescribes are maximum rates, but these reg- 
ulations, will not be held to be violated if lower rates are made by the 
roads, provided that all shippers at the same point are assessed sim- 
ilar rates without discrimination. 

8. Legal holidays and Sundays shall not be taken into account 
in reckoning the seventy-two hours herein allowed for removal of 
freight without charges. 

.9. Due diligence on the part of the shipper or consignee to re- 
move freight promptly shall be deemed by the railroads a sufficient 
ground upon which to remit storage charges accruing by reason of 
bad weather or impassible roads. 

10. Freight and storage charges must be billed in separate items, 
though they may be billed in the same sheet. 

' RECIPROCAL DEMURRAGE. 

RULES AND REGULATIONf GOVERNING THE RAIL- 
ROADS IN THE PLACING OF EMPTY CARS. 

1. All Railroad Companies in the State of South Carolina are 
subject to the rules, hereunder promulgated. 

2. For other than perishable freights the Railroad Company ap- 
plied to by any shipper for a car or cars shall furnish same prop- 
erly placed FOR BEING LOADED TO POINTS IN THE 
STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA within four days from twelve 
o'clock m. next day after such application. 

3. For perishable freights such as , vegetables, melons, fruits, 
berries, beans or peas, or like freights, cars shall be placed within 
three days following application ; unless the application state a par- 
ticular later period: Provided, These rules do not apply to private 
cars. 

4. The time allowed the roads for the placing of cars in these 
rules is designated as **free time.*' 

5. For each day or a fraction of a day's delay after the expiration 
of free time the road offending shall forfeit and pay to the shipper the 
sum of one dollar per car per day. Any shipper, consignee, or owner 
to avail himself of the benefits of any forfeiture provided for in these 
rules must make his application in writing, and to facilitate the 
making of such application the several railroads of the State shall 
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provide suitable blanks for that purpose to be kept at all agencies. 

6. The Railroad Companies may, when the freights so to be trans- 
ported ar^ not in sight, or when there is reason to believe the ap- 
plication is not made in good faith, require applicant to deposit two 
dollars for each car. This money may be retained as a forfeit to 
the Railroad Company, in case the car is not loaded, to pay trackage; 
if the car is loaded then the said two dollars ishall be refunded to the 
shipper with the bill' of lading. 

7. The period of time during which the movement of trains is 
suspended on account of accident, or any cause not within the power 
of the roads to prevent, shall be added to the free time allowed 
herein and accounted as additional "free time.'' 

MILLING-IN-TRANSIT RULES. 

The matter of a milling-in-transit rate on wheat going to mills 
was taken up on application from many new roller wheat mills, and 
the following rules were issued : 

RU^ES. 

I. Wheat or com may be shipped from railway stations in 
South Carolina — 

- 2. To milling points located on the railroads in South Carolina 
and milled and the product reshipped to stations in* South Carolina 
under the following rules, viz. : 

3. Shipments of wheat or com to be milled in transit must be 
billed to the milling point at full tariff rates. 

4. Original bills of lading and expense bills for wheat or corn 
(the. product of which is to be reshipped) must be surrendered to 
the railroad's agent at milling point. 

5. These bills of lading and expense bills must be cancelled so as 
to prevent their use a second time. 

6. The quantity of the milled product to be shipped out under 
this arrangement will be 200 pounds of flour for every 270 pounds 
of wheat, 70 pounds of offal for every 270 pounds of wheat, 56 
pounds of meal, grht or hominy for every 56 pounds of shelled com 
received. 

7. The agent at milling point must keep a ledger account with 
the mill, which should show the receipts of wheat or corn, and the 
shipments of each kind ofmilled product made thereunder; so as not 
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to exceed the allowance of milled product shipped out as provided 
for in Clause 6. 

8. Waybills for tTie product .from milling^ points must ^how the 
original point of shipment of the wheat or com from which it is 
milled and the number and date of the way bill upc«i which it is 
received at the mill. 

9. When the conditions of the rules of this circular have been 
fully complied with, the agent at the milling point is authorized to 
waybill shipments of milled products at the difference between the 
rate on the wheat or com into the mill and at the rate on the milled 
product for a distance equal to the sum of the distance from point 
of origin of the grain (from which milled) to the milling point, plus 
the distance from the milling point to destination of the milled 
product, as provided for in local tariff of all railroads. 

For example, the agent at Rock Hill, S. C, has *a shipment of 
flour in sacks milled from wheat received from a point 75 miles dis- 
tant from Rock Hill, to be reshipped to a point 50 miles from Rock 
Hill. In. this instance the total haul is 125 miles.. The rate on the 
wheat into the mill is i^yi cents, the rate on the flour in sacks (Class 
C) for a distance of 125 miles is 20 cents. Shipment should be way- 
billed from Rock Hill to destination at the difference between the 
rate on the grain into the mill and the rate on flour in sacks for the 
combined distance, or 125 miles, which is 6j4 cents per hundred 
pounds.

Note I. — No more than five (5) cents shall be allowed to be col- 
lected as a minimum charge. 

Note 2. — Any baggagemaster or other person whose duty it is 
to handle, remove or take care of the baggage of passengers, must 
be required to use the greatest care in the handling of the same, so 
that no injury shall be done to any trunk, valise, box, package or 
parcel while loading, transporting, unloading, delivering 01: storing 
the same. 

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 

The following rules govern the telegraph companies in this State : 

Rule No. I. No telegraph company shall charge or collect more 
than twenty-five cents for any message of ten words or less, exclu- 
sive of date, address and signature, between any two points within 
the limits of this State, on its lines, nor more than two cents for 
each additional word on a day message, and no more than one cent 
for each additional word on a night message. 

Rule No. 2. No independent telegraph office where messages 
are received and transmitted for the public shall be discontinued 
or abolished without first obtaining the consent of this Commission, 
upon an application duly filed by the said company desiring such 
discontinuance, wherein shall be stated the reason therefor; it being 
understood that this refers to the main office, and does not include 
branches of the main office at any place. Such branches may be 
opened, or closed as the exigencies of business T^y require. 
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Rule No. 3. Whenever a message is sertt over two or more tele- 
graph lines owned, controlled and operated by separate and distinct 
corporations or individuals, the joint rate shall not exceed the sum 
of forty cents for*such message, of ten body words or less, exclusive 
of date, address and signature, between any two points within the 
limits of this State, nor more than three cents for each additiohal 
word. 

Rule No. 4. On and after March ist, 1908, no telegraph com- 
pany shall make any charge or collect any amount for deliv- 
ering messages in towns or cities whose incorporate limits 
do not exceed one and one- fourth (ij4) miles, and all 
messages shall be delivered in a radius of one 'and one-quarter 
(ij4) miles from the center of the town or city free of charge in 
towns and cities whose radius exceeds one. and one-quarter miles. 

Rule No. 5. On or before November ist of each year the tele- 
graph companies shall make to the Railroad Commission an annual 
report of their operations in the State of South Carolina, including 
receipts and expenses, for the year ending June 30th preceding.

RULES, GOVERNING TELEPHONE COMPANIES, AS 
AMENDED MARCH 27, 1907. 

I. On or before the first day of October of each year, all tele- 
phone companies shall make to the Railroad Commissioil an annual 
report of their operations in the State of South Carolina, including 
rates and expenses for twelve (12)' months ending June 30th pre- 
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ceding. Said report to be made on blanks as furnished by said 
Railroad Commission, and a separate report shall be made for each 
exchange where ope company operates one or more exchanges. 

2. All complaints made by firms, corporations or individuals as 
to any telephone company doing business in this State, shall be 
^addressed to the Railroad Commission in writing, setting forth in 
detail, as near as possible, the condition complained* of, and the 
remedy desired. When any such communication is received, the 
Secretary of the Commission shall send a copy of said communica- 
tion to the telephone company complained of in said communica- 
tion, and it shall be the duty of such telephone company^ upon re- 
ceipt from this Commission of a copy of said complaint, to imme- 
diately investigate the same and report to this Commission, notify- 
ing said Commission within thirty days of their answer to said 
complaint. * 

3. Upon the answer of said telephone company complained of 
being served upon this Commission, the Commission shall call a 
meeting for a formal hearing by this Board, the day being named 
by the Commission for said hearing, and the following procedure 
shall prevail: 

(a) This Commission shall designate the time, place and hour at 
which such hearing shall be had, and the Secretary of this Commis- 
sion shall notify interested parties in writing to this effect. 

(b) All testimony given at such hearing shall be under, oath, 
(e) At such hearing, the burden of proof shall be upon the. party 

complaining, and the individual, firm or corporation against which 
complaint is made, shall be heard in reply. 

(d) The decision of this Commission shall be in writing, and a 
copy of the same shall be given to each of the parties interested. 

4. On or before the first day of October, 1907, and on or before 
the. first day of each October thereafter, each telephone cqmpany 

, shall file with this Commission a separate report for each exchange 
operated by it in any city or town in this State, and all rates or 
charges for telephone service at said exchange shall be submitted 
to this Commission for approval. 

5. All contracts and agreements as to any rates or charges for 
services or connections, made after April loth, 1907, between any 
exchange or exchanges, and any private lines, must first be sub- 

. mitted to this Commission for approval. 
• 6. All additional lines and connections acquired by' purchase or 
otherwise by any telephone company or exchange, must be reported

immediately to this Commission, giving schedule of rates charged, 
number of telephones, etc. 

7. All toll rates or long-distance charges to and from all places 
within the State of South Carolina, must be repprted to this Com- 
mission in detail on or before the first day of October, 1907; and 
any changes on said toll or long-distance charges must be sub- 
mitted to this Commission immediately. 

8. On and after April 10, 1907, any telephone company establish- 
ing a telephone exchange in any city or town in this State, shall 
file with this Commission a schedule of rates, charges, etc., for ser- 
vices in said city or town, to be approved by this Commission, and 
said rates, shall not go into eflfect until they are approved by this 
Commission. 

9. Any telephone company operating a telephone exchange in 
any city or town in this State, which desires to change the rates 
charged for telephone services in such city or town, from the rates 
charged by such company on the 25th day of February, A. D. 1904, 
where the rates are not limited by the franchise under which said 
company is operating in such city or town, shall be allowed to do so 
by agreement with the subscribers connected with such exchange; 
failing to secure such agreement from the subscribers connected 
with such exchange, no change shall be itiade in such rates before a 
hearing by this Commission. One or more of such subscribers 
may petition for a hearing, said petition to be made as prescribed in 
Rule 2. 

These rules to take effect April loth, 1907.

Agricultural Implements — The Standard Classification quotes 
two classes of Agricultural Implements. Bulky implements will be 
subject to double merchandise rates; others will be charged mer- 
chandise rates.

PROVIDED IN THE SOUTH CAROLINA EXCEPTION SHEET. 

Note. — The following is the Southern classification in effect at the time of this 
publication, and is subject to such changes as may be approved by the Commis- 
sioners. 

1. The reduced rates specified in this classification will apply only on property 
shipped subject to the conditions of the standard Bill of Lading. 

If the shipper elects not to accept the said reduced rates and conditions, he 
should notify the agent of the receiving carrier. In writing, at the time his property 
is offered for shipment, and if he does not give such notice it will be understood 
that he desires the property carried subject to the Standard Bill of Lading con- 
ditions in order to secure the reduced rate thereon. Property carried not subject 
to the conditions of the Standard Bill of Lading will be at the carrier's liability, 
limited only as provided by common law and ^y the laws of the United States 
and of the several States, in so far as they apply. Property thus carried will be 
charged twenty (20) per cent, higher (subject to a minimum increase of one (1) 
cent per hundred pounds) than if shipped subject to the conditions of the Standard 
Bill of Lading. 

2. This classification Is subject to change without other notice than required 
by law. 

3. Local rates will be charged on all shipments not covered by through bills 
of lading. 

4. (a) Contents of all packages, as near as practicable, must be stated in ship- 
ping receipt. When an article <s differently classified, when differently prepared 
or packed, the actual character of the article must be specified, otherwise it will 
be charged at the highest class named on each article. No shipment will be 
accepted when designated on the shipping receipt as Merchandise (or "Mdse."), 
Sundries, or Fancy Goods. 

(&) Each package, bundle or piece of less than carload freight must be plainly 
marked with the information necessary to carry it to bill of lading destination and 
insure proper delivery, even if separated from the waybill. 

The marks on the packages, bundles or pieces, should be compared with the 
shipping order and bill of lading, and correction, if necessary, made by the shipper 
or his representative. Old marks must be removed or effaced. 

Whenever there are two stations of the same name in the same State, It shall 
be the duty of the shipper to designate on each package the county, and the carrier 
will not be responsible for incorrect delivery due to failure or neglect of the 
shipper in this respect. 

When freight is destined to a place not located on the line of a railroad, the 
shipper must mark on each package the name of the railroad station at which the 
consignee will accept delivery ; or if destined to a place reached by a water line 
only, the shipper must mark on each package the name of the railroad station at 
which delivery Is to be made to such water line. 

(o) Property presented to carriers, packed In so-called boxes or cases made from 
strawboard, leather board, wood pulp, fiber, wired splint wood, or other analogous 
materials, inclosed in wooden frames, will be charged ten (10) per cent, higher 
than the classification provided for such property in boxes or cases, subject to a 
minimum increase of one (1) cent per hundred pounds ; provided, however, that 
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when a rating is shown on an article in bales, the same rating will apply oi« .ach 
article, when packed in boxes or cases as above described. (See note.) 

NoTK. — In computing the rate to be charged nnder this rule, fractions of on«- 
haif cent or less shall be dropped, and those of more than one-half cent shall be 
considered as one cent ; for example : If the class rate applicable npon the 
property in boxes or cases is 75 cents per 100 lbs., the rate to be charged what 
shipped in the packages described will be 82 cents per 100 lbs., the fraction of one- 
half cent being dropped ; if the class rate Is 86 cents per 100 lbs., the higher 
rate to be charged will be 40 cents per 100 lbs. ; if the clrss rate is 8 cents per 
100 lbs., the increase would be eight-tenths of one cent, and the minimum Increase 
t>elng one cent per 100 lbs., the higher rate to be charged will be 9 cents per 100 
lbs. 

5, (a) Agents at points of shipment will take care to assure themselves that 
contents of packages are actually what they purport to be; If they have reason 
to suspect that an attempt is being made to deceive the carrier, or avoid proper 
classifleation, they will require an examination of contents, or other sufficient 
evidence that they are correctly described, before or after receipting for same 
8hould freight be incorrectly described, and escape detection at shipping point, 
if the real character of the goods Is discovered before delivery to consignee or 
to connecting road, charges will be collected according to proper classification. In 
case of loss or damage, owner will be paid for articles as called for by receipt 
or bill of lading given at the time of shipment. 

(b) Prepayment of freight charges must not be accepted at the receiving station 
apon any shipment unless the Agent is satisfied that the article upon which the 
prepayment Is tendered is correctly described In the shipping receipt. 

Extract from Section 10 of the Act to Regulate Commerce : 

Any person and any officer or agent of any corporation or company, who shall 
deliver property for transportation to any common carrier, subject to the provi- 
sions of this Act, or for whom, as consignor or consignee, any such carrier shall 
transport property, who shall knowingly and wilfully, by false billing, false classi- 
fication, false weighing, false representation of the contents of the package, or 
false report of weight, or by any other device or means, whether with ot 
without the consent or connivance of the carrier, its agent or agents, obtain trans- 
portation for such property at less than the regular rates then established and 
In force on the line of transportation, shall be deemed guilty of fraud, which 
Is hereby declared to be a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction thereof In 
any court of the United States of competent Jurisdiction within the district In 
which such oflTense was committed, be subject for each offense to a fine of not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment in the penitentiary for a term of 
not exceeding two years, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

0. Where the classification provides for reduced rate, based on a certain 
fixed valuation, the following special release, containing the agreed valuation, 
must be written and signed by the shipper or owner upon the face of the bill 
of lading or shipping receipt : 

**It is hereby agreed that the property herein designated is of the valae 

of and the rate of freight charged thereon is based on such 

agreed valuation, and on the condition that the carrier assumes liability only to 
the extent of such agreed valuation and no further.'* 

7. Unless otherwise specified in published tariffs, the minimum charge on a 
single shipment of one class, classified first class or lower, shall be for 100 lbs., at 
the class or commodity rate to which It belongs; but If classified higher than first 
class, Ihc minimum charge sh.nll be for 100 lbs. at the first class rate. 

If the shipment contains articles In two or more classes, no one of which Is 
classified higher tlian first class, the minimum charge shall be for 100 lbs. of the 
article taking the highest rate; but If any one of the articles is classified higher 
than flrit class, the minimum charge shall be for 100 lbs. at the first class 
rate. 

In no case shall the charge on a single shipment he less tT^an 25 cents.

8. No chargea ahall be advanced on shipmenta offered for transportation except 
the following, which musl be idenrifled by established tarlffa or proper recelpta, 
evidencing their correctness and legitimacy : 

Proportions of connecting lines offering through shipments, and to be paid to 
such connecting lines only. 
Bridge tolls. 
Actual transfers. 

Icing charges on meats, fruits or other perishable property. 
Feed charges on live stock. 

9. on shipments consisting of more than one consignment, whether from ona 
shipper to two or more consignees, or from two or more shippers to one cop- 
siguee, charge for each consignment as a separate shipment. 

10. The rate for the highest classed article must be charged on any package 
containing articles of more than one class. This rule is not intended to prohibit 
the shipping of printed advertising matter in package goods ; provided that the 
prints advertising matter does not exceed two per cent, of the total weight 

11. (a) Any shipment which, in the judgment of the forwarding agent, woyld 
not bring at forced sale the amount of the freight charges at destination, must 
be prepaid, or charges guaranteed. 

(b) Articles on Which prepayment is required may, on the approval of the General 
Freight Department of the road on which the freight originates, be forwarded on 
the guarantee of the shipper that freight and charges will be paid at destination. 
Full explanation to be made on waybills or manifests and transfer slips. 

(o) When charges are not paid at destination on freight forwarded under 
guarantee, as provided in sections a and b of this rule, each road shall look to Its 
Immmediate connection for reimbursement, the Initial company being finally liable 
for guarantee. 

Request for protection of guarantee must be made within six months from 
date of shipment, otherwise Initial carriers will be relieved trom liability under 
same. 

12. When parts or pieces constituting one or more complete articles are offered 
to carriers for transportation at one time, by one shipper, to one consignee and 
destination, they will be rated at the classification prrovlded for the complete 
article, whether S. U. or K. D., as specified In the classification. 

18. When articles not specifically provided for, nor embraced in the classification 
as articles "not otherwise specified," are offered for transportation, agents at 
points of shipment may use the classification applying on articles which, in 
their judgment, are analogous; but In such cases agents must report the facta 
to their superior oflQcer of the freight department In order that, if necessary, the 
proper classification may be regularly established. 

14. All articles will be charged at GROSS WEIGHT, without regard to weight 
given by shippers and inserted in bills of lading : except that when an article la 
classified to be accepted at an estimated weight, such estimated weight will 
apply. When the actual weights of the articles named below cannot be ascertained 
at point of shipment, or at destination, or in transit, the following estimated weights 
shall govern :

15. Bulk freight will not be taken In less than carload quantities, unless so 
specified in the classification. 

16. Shipments of freight, except articles classified first class or higher, 
which are not delivered at destination, may be returned between points governed 
by this Classification at one-half the rate applying in the reverse direction; 
provided, that the full amount of freight charges in both directions shall have 
been pnid or guaranteed by owners, and, provided further, that such return Is 
made within ninety days of arrival at destination. Billing for the return ship- 
ment must show proper reference to the original billing. The foregoing shall 
not apply on machinery, agricultural implements or other articles returned f'*" 
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Tepairs. Provided, however, that the above rule shall not operate to redace th« 
minimum charge on single shipments, as per rule 7. 

Agricultural implements and machinery, C. L. or L. C. L., returned to manufac- 
turers, must be prepaid, or waybill must be accompanied by an order from manu- 
facturers for such return. 

17. Articles offered to carriers for transportation at the rating provided 
for same in the classification when racked or crated, must be inclosed to an 
extent sufficient to hold the framework together, and protect the property during 
the process of transportation. Nailing strips on or to the articles, forming partial 
protection only, will not be sufficient to entitle the property to the rating pro- 
vided therefor when racked or crated. 

18. (a) The classification of articles "in the rough'* applies to such articles 
when sawed, hewn, planed ^or bent, and before any further manufacturing process 
has begun. 

(&) The classification of articles "in the white" applies after the manufacturing 
process has begun (and may include one coat of priming) but when the article has 
not been painted or varnished. 

(c) The classification of articles "finished'* applies to the article after it has 
passed the stage of manufacture covered by Sections a and b of this Rule. 

(d) The term "nested" as used in this Classification covers a series of three 
or more like articles fitting closely one within another. 

(e) The term "packed" as used in this Classification is intended to apply only 
when the article is protected by^a crate, box, barrel, or similar carrier. 

carrier. 

(f) Unless otherwise specified In the Classification, the ratings on articles 
shipped in slatted boxes shall be the same as when in boxes. 

Where a lower rating is shown on an article, when in slatted boxes, than when 
in boxes, the boxes must be slatted on two opposite sides in the same manner 
as a crate, and so as to permit of easy inspection of the contents. 

10. Special arrangements, not in confiict with published rates, must be made 
before shipping heavy Machinery and Castings, Engines, Boilers, Agricultural Imple- 
ments and other articles of a bulky nature, and all other articles weighing over two 
thousand pounds ; and for handling such articles extra charges may be *made 
at the following rates : 

Articles weighing over 2,000 lbs. and not over ^,000 lbs $ 3- 00 

Articles weighing over 3,000 lbs. and not over 4,0^0 .lbs 6 00 

Articles weighing over 4.000 lbs. and not over 5,000 lbs 7 00 

Articles weighing over 5,000 lbs. and not over 6,000 lbs 8 00 

Articles weighing over 6,000 lbs. and not over 7,000 lbs 10 00 

Articles weighing over 7,000 lbs. subject to special contract. 

20. Where consignees or their agents sign receipts for property "in good order 
and condition," it is understood that such receipt releases the carrier or carriers 
from all claims for concealed loss or damage. It is the duty of the consignees or 
their agents, before signing such receipts, to examine packages, and where they 
are not in good order and condition, to so indorse on the freight receipt before 
signing. Their failure to do so releases the carrier, or carriers, from liability for 
concealed loss or damage. 

21. A ton is 2,000 lbs. unless otherwise specified. 

22. Authorized commodity rates shall invariably govern, whether higher or lower 
than class rates. 

23. Shipments intended as exhibits for fairs or expositions shall pay full tariff 
rates from point of shipment to point of destination, and may be returned free 
via same route, provided the reshlpper files with the agent of the transportation 
line, at reshipping point, a certificate of some authorized official of the fair or 
exposition, that the shipment has been exhibited at said fair or exposition, and 
has not changed ownership. The above will not apply on race-horses used for 
races, which shall pay regular rates In both directions.

24. (a) Carload rates shall apply ODiy when a carload of freight is shipped 
from one station, in one day^ by one shipper, to one consignee and destination. 
Only one bill of lading shall be Issued for any such carload shipment. The mlnl- 
mom carload weight provided for on any article has reference to the minimum 
weight on which the carload rate will apply, when loaded Id or ni^n one car 
(subject to liule 24-c), although the actual weight may be less. 

(b) Agents at destination must not distribute carload shipments of freight to 
two or more consignees. Agents at border points, or at polnta within the territory 
coTered by this Classification, must not act as forwarding or distributing agents 
for shippers or owners. 

(c) Unless otherwise specified in the Classification, the minlmmn carload weight 
of all articles shall be 24,000 pounds ; or twelTe tons,- where the rate applies per 
net or gross ton. 

When a minimum carload weight of more than 20,000 pounds Is specified, snch 
minimum will apply regardless of the length of the car used. 

When a minimum carload weight of 20,000 pounds or less is specified, such mini- 
mum will apply when cars of 36 feet in length or less are used ; but when cars 
exceeding 86 feet in length are used, the minimum carload weights shall bs 
increased in accordance with the following table:

id) When a lot of freight (not in bulk and not including Live Stock), the 
standard minimum carload weight of which is 20,000 lbs. or more. Is offered for 
Hhipment on one day, by one consignor, for one consignee and destination, in 
quantities In excess of the amount that can be loaded Into one box, flat or gondola 
car, the following rules will apply in assessing the charges : 
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The first car and all succeeding cars except the last, ipust be fully loaded and 
charged for on basis of carload rate and at actual weight, but at not less than 
the established minimum weight per car, according to length, for each car used. 

The remainder of the consignment, if loaded in one box car, shall be charged for 
at actual weight and at the carload rate; but If the remainder require a flat*or 
gondola car, it shall be charged for at actual weight, and at the carload rate, 
subject to a minimum weight of 5,000 lbs. 

lu all cases the waybill for the car containing the part lot must give reference 
to the billing covering the full car, or cars. 

The above rules will not apply on orticles on which the standard minimum carload 
we^ght is less than 20,000 lbs. ; but such articles, when shipped in excess of one full 
carload, or carloads, shall be charged for, so far as the excess Is concerned, as 
though the excess were a separate shipment. 

25. (a) The charge for less than a carload shall not exceed the established 
minimum charge for a carload of the same freight; nor shall the charge for a 
car fully loaded exceed the charge for the same property if taken as a less than 
carload shipment. 

(&) When no carload rate Is specified for an article, the L. C. L. rate shall be 
charged for any quantity of the article ; and no two or more articles, each of which 
has a carload rate, shall be shipped in mixed carloads at the carload rate, unless so 
provided for in the class! flcatiou. 

26. (a) If articles, on account of lefigth, require two or more cars to transport 
them, the aggregate actual weight shall be charged for, subject to the aggregate 
specified minimum carload weights for all the cars used, unless otherwise specified 
in the classification. 

(&) Unless otherwise specified, articles too long or too bulky to be loaded in 
box cars, but not requiring two or more open cars, shall be charged at actual 
weight : provided that in no case shall the charge on a single consignment be less 
than for 4,000 lbs. at the first class rate. 

27. Owners will be required to load and unload bulk freight In caMoads, unless 
otherwise provided by special agreement. 

28. (a) Unless otherwise specified In the Classification, Icing charges on carload 
shipments must be paid by the shipper or consignee. Where shipments of fresh 
meat and other property In refrlsrprafor cars are made, requiring re-iclng in transit, 
the bills of lading therefor must provide that the cost of re-iclng shall follow the 
property and be collectible at destination. They must also specify the points 
at which re-icing is to be done, which Information must also be given on the original 
and memorandum' waybill and car card. Bills made for Icing must accompany 
the shipments and show the number of pounds placed In the car at each point. 
Delivering roads will re-Ice carload shipments of fresh meat in transit, except where 
there is a special agreement to the contrary. 

Unless otherwise specified In the Classification, no charge will be made for the 
transportation of ice or packing placed In the bunkers of refrigerator cars to 
preserve carload shipments In transit ; but when said ice or packing Is not placed 
in the bunkers, it shall be charged for at the rate applying on the article loaded 
In the car. 

(&) An allowance of not more than 1,000 lbs. may be made for linings, flooring 
or dunnage, placed In box (not refrigerator) cars by shippers, for the protection 
of property In transit requiring their use ; provided, that in no case shall less 
than the specified minimum carload weight be charged for on the property contained 
in each car, nor more than the actual weight of such linings, flooring or dunnage 
be allowed. 

20. Cars must not be loaded In excess of their safe carrying capacity, as pre- 
scribed by the rules of the various carriers. 

CAR SERVICE, TRACKAGE AND STORAGE CHARGES. 

30. All property shipped In carloads shall be subject to the car service and 
trackage charges of the forwarding and delivering lines. All property shipped in 
L. C. Lil quantities shall be subject to the storage charges of the delivering carrier.

81. Shipments by sea lines of Camphene, Chlmogene, Burning Fluid, Kerosene^. 
Naphtha, Acids, Spirits of Turpentine, Petroleum, Gunpowder and all other explo- 
sives, and Lime, will only be taken at owner's risk by sail (or at steamer's option),, 
and thence by rail through. 

82. Special arrangements, not In violation of established rates, must be made for- 
the transportation of hay, straw, or empty barrels via water lines, as those articles- 
are received only at ship's option. 

.83. Sec. 4278. It shall not be lawful to transport, carry or convey, ship, deliver 
on board, or cause to be delivered on board, the substance or article known or 
designated as nitroglycerine, or glynoin oil, nftroleum, or blasting oil, or nitrated-* 
oil, or powder mixed with any such oil, or fiber saturated with any such article or- 
substance, upon or in any vessel or vehicle used or employed in transporting, 
passengers by land or water, between a place in any foreign country and a place- 
within the limits of any State, Territory or District of the United States, or be- 
tween a place in one State. Territory or District of the United States, and a place - 
In any other State, Territory or District thereof. 

Sec. 4270. It shall not be lawful to ship, send or forward any quantity of the 
substances or articles named In the preceding section, or to transport, convey or- 
carry the same by vessel or vehicle of any description upon land or water, between 
a place in a foreign country and a place w.lthin the United States, or between a 
place In one State, Territory or District of the United States, and a place in* 
any other State, Territory or District thereof, unless the same shall be securely 
inclosed, deposited or packed In a metallic vessel surrounded by plaster of Paris,

Every person who knowingly ships, sends or forwards any quantity 
of the articles mentioned in section, fifty-three hundred and fifty-three, or who 
transports the same by any mode of conveyance upon land or water, between any 
of the places specified in that section, unless such articles be securely Inclosed, 
deposited or packed in a metallic vessel surrounded by plaster of Paris, or other 
non-explosive material when saturated with such oil, and separated from all other 
substances, and the outside of the package to be marked, printed or labeled in a 
conspicuous manner with the words "Nltro-glycerlne ; dangerous," shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one thousand nor more than five thousand dollars ; one- 
half to the use of the informer.

Note A. — Classes K, L. M, N, O, P and T, in carloads, may be required to be 
loaded and unloaded by owners. 

Note B. — Single shipments, whether transported from one station to another on 
the same road, or from a station on one road to a station on another, will be 
charged at actual weight, except that no charge shall be made less than 25 cents. 

Note C. — A ton is 2,000 lbs. A carload is 20,000 lbs., unless otherwise provided 
for in Classification. For loads over 20,000 lbs. prorate at carload rates. Where 
rates are fixed for articles of .freight in less than carloads, the aggregate amount 
shall not exceed the carload rates for such articles. 

Note D. — Extra Handlinff. — The charges for handling extra heavy single articles
